The  1942  pattern  "cent”  described  in  our 
last  issue  attracted  a  considerable  amount  of 
attention.  As  a  result,  additional  knowledge 
concerning  the  piece  has  come  to  light.  The 
piece  described  in  ET #8  was  struck  in  plas¬ 
tic.  We  now  know  of  specimens  struck  in 
bronze,  white  metal  and  zinc  coated  steel. 
A  zinc  coated  piece  in  EF  condition  has 
been  consigned  to  us  to  be  sold  for  $275.00, 
should  anyone  be  interested.  This  1942  in 
zinc  coated  steel  is  of  special  interest  as  the 
forerunner  of  the  1943  cents  in  the  same 
metal.  The  obverse  design  of  this  pattern 
piece  was  taken  from  the  tw'o-centavo 
piece  of  Colombia  of  the  same  year  (the 
Colombia  pieces  were  produced  under  con¬ 
tract  at  the  Philadelphia  mint).  The  reverse 
design  was  borrowed  from  a  pattern  U.  S. 
quarter  eagle  (AW#218)  of  I860!  Thanks 
to  Ken  Bressett  of  Whitman  Publishing  Com¬ 
pany  who  furnished  most  of  the  above  infor¬ 
mation. 

In  our  auction  of  March  31,  1959  lot  #19 
was  an  1867  Indian  cent  with  the  final  7  in 
the  date  cut  over  a  previous  7  from  a  differ¬ 
ent  punch.  We  stated  in  the  description  of 
the  lot  that  "We  believe  a  dime  punch  was 
used  in  error  and  then  a  regular  sized  num¬ 
eral  was  punched  over  the  original  smaller 
and  more  delicate  figure.  The  small  7  is 
clear  and  sharp  above  the  regular  figure  .  .  . 
We  have  been  unable  to  locate  a  single 
other  example."  The  coin  offered  in  this  lot 
was  in  brilliant  uncirculated  condition.  A 
lot  of  people  read  this  description  and  then 
looked  at  their  own  1867’s.  Although  only 
one  other  uncirculated  specimen  has  been 
reported  to  us,  nearly  a  dozen  wrorn  pieces 
have  turned  up  in  the  months  since  the  auc¬ 
tion.  Most  of  these  are  in  good  condition  or 
thereabouts. 

Dr.  ).  Hewitt  Judd’s  long-awaited  book. 
United  States  Pattern,  Experimental  and 
T rial  Pieces ,  has  been  released  by  Whitman 
Publishing  Company.  This  book  is  a  much 
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needed  revision  and  updating  of  United 
States  Pattern,  Trial  and  Experimental  Pieces, 
the  19M  book  of  somewhat  similar  title  by 
Edgar  H.  Adams  and  William  H  Woodin. 
The  A-W  rarity  ratings  were  often  highly 
inaccurate  and  misleading.  For  instance,  the 
A  -W  reference  states  that  from  ^6  to  50 
specimens  are  known  of  the  1K66  quarter, 
half  and  silver  dollar  without  IN  GOD  NX  I 
TRUST,  when,  in  reality,  only  one  or  two 
specimens  have  ever  been  located.  Dr.  Judd’s 
revised  rarity  ratings  are  more  accurate  and 
are  generally  consistent  with  our  own  notes 
on  the  series  An  attempt  has  been  made  at 
indicating  market  prices  for  most  of  the 
coins  listed.  In  many  cases  the  prices  are 
conservative,  sometimes  greatly  so.  We 
would  gladly  pay  from  six  to  eight  times  the 
indicated  price  of  $50  for  an  186^  type  of 
*64  two-cent  piece;  and  this  is  just  one  exam¬ 
ple.  However,  as  stated  in  the  preface,  tin- 
pricing  is  necessarily  tentative  and  will  be 
revised  in  future  editions  as  more  price  in¬ 
formation  becomes  available.  There  3re 
many  previously  unlisted  patterns  included 
in  the  Judd  bunk  Of  particular  interest  are 
the  illustrated  descriptions  of  the  extremely 
rare  silver  patterns  of  1916  and  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  gold  patterns  of  1907.  Appendices 
to  the  book  describe  die  trials,  mint  errors, 
pieces  struck  outside  of  the  U.  S.  mints  and 
false  pieces  The  last  appendix  is  of  value 
as  it  identifies  the  electrotypes  and  counter¬ 
feits  that  were  included  as  regular  pieces  in 
the  A-W  book.  Like  its  predecessor,  the 
new  I udd  book  is  profusely  illustrated  with 
hundreds  of  halftones.  The  two-hundred  and 
fifty-three  pages  of  information  and  know¬ 
ledge  seem  to  be  well  worth  the  book's  $10 
price. 

Speaking  of  hooks,  your  editor  is  nearing 
completion  of  a  new  reference  covering  the 
Massachusetts  copper  coinage  of  1787  and 
1788.  We  would  like  to  hear  from  anyone 
who  collects  these  coins  by  Miller  Ryder  or 
Crosby  numbers  We  would  also  be  appre¬ 
ciative  for  anv  contemporary  newspaper  com¬ 
ments  as  well  as  any  other  new'  information 
pertinent  to  the  early  Massachusetts  cents 
and  half  cents. 

As  always,  this  issue  contains  an  extensive 
and  varied  listing  of  coins  for  sale.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  colonial  and  regular  U.  S.  mater¬ 
ial  there  is  an  unusually  large  selection  of 
general  and  specialized  collections  of  Civil 
War  cents.  May  we  once  again  suggest  that

QUESTIONS  FROM  READERS 

In  some  old  catalogues  I  notice  that  many 
mintmarked  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles 
were  selling  ten  years  ago  at  prices  much 
above  those  of  today.  What  is  the  explana¬ 
tion  for  this? 

How  rare  is  the  186 1-S  Paquet  reverse 
double  eagle? 

Despite  the  large  quantities  coined  appar¬ 
ently  very  few  of  the  mintmarked  Saint 
Gaudens  double  eagles,  especially  those  of 
the  nineteen-twenties,  found  their  way  into 
circulation  or  into  collectors'  hands.  Most 
of  these  were  supposed  to  have  been  stored 
by  the  Treasury  and  subsequently  melted  into 
bullion  in  1933.  Lip  until  a  few  years  ago 
many  of  these  coins  were  rarities.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  find  sales  records  of  a  1924-S 
double  eagle  selling  for  over  one  thousand 
dollars,  to  name  just  one  of  the  rare  dates. 

Several  years  ago  it  was  discovered  that 
quantities  of  U.  S.  gold  half  eagles,  eagles 
and  double  eagles  were  stored  in  other  coun¬ 
tries.  particularly  in  European  banks.  The 
search  for  rare  dates  began.  In  the  double 
eagle  series  most  of  the  previously  rare  Car- 
son  City  coins  as  well  as  most  of  the  vaunted 
mintmarked  rarities  of  1924-1927  have  been 
located  in  quantities  sufficient  to  drive  prices 
down  to  fractions  of  their  former  levels.  One 
outstanding  exception,  however,  is  the  1927- 
D.  This  date  remains  legitimately  rare.  To 
our  knowledge  no  new'  specimens  have  turn¬ 
ed  up  within  the  past  year  or  two. 

We  would  estimate  that  of  the  19,250 
186I-S  Paquet  double  eagles  coined  at  least 
a  dozen  are  knowm  today.  Most  of  these  are 
from  foreign  hoards  and  have  come  on  the 
market  within  recent  years.  The  ones  we 
have  seen  are  uniformly  in  very  fine  condi¬ 
tion  or  so  and  are  well  bagmarked.  We  do 
not  know  of  a  choice  mint-condition  example. 


I  have  seen  reference  to  a  book  by  Maris 
describing  1794  large  cents.  Is  ibis  a  source 
of  useful  information  for  cents  of  this  date?

information  not  currently  available  in  Dr 
Sheldon's  F.jrf\  American  (  ents  and  Penny 
Whimsy.

When  were  the  1851  proof  dollars  re- 
struck? 

Inasmuch  as  the  1851  restrike  silver  dollar 
is  known  with  at  least  two  different  reverM' 
(one  reverse  has  the  lettering  sharply  double 
cut  and  is  the  rarer  of  the  two ;  the  other  has 
perfect  lettering)  it  may  be  presumed  that 
they  were  restruck  on  more  than  one  occa¬ 
sion.  The  Mint  had  a  reverse  die  without 
motto  (type  of  1840-1866)  on  hand  in  1876. 
ten  years  after  the  type  was  discontinued. 
This  die  was  used  in  18"5  and  1876  on  var¬ 
ious  pattern  dollars  (see  Adams-Woodin  nos 
1423-**  of  18"5  and  1494-5  of  1876).  Several 
years  ago  we  compared  the  reverses  of  an 
1851  restrike  and  an  AW  1494  pattern  dollar 
and  found  them  to  be  from  the  same  reverse 
die  (minute  traces  of  rust  on  the  two  reverses 
corresponded  exactly).  As  we  also  have  seen 
1851  dollars  without  rust  spots  and  w  ith  the 
previously  mentioned  double  cut  lettering 
we  can  only  conclude  that  they  were  restruck 
over  a  period  of  years,  probably  mainly  in 
the  1860  s  and  lS^O’s — a  period  that  pro¬ 
duced  restriko  of  many  famous  coins  as  well 
as  such  anomalous  rarities  as  the  1866  silver 
proof  coins  without  reverse  motto  and  the 
1868  large  cent.  Private  profit  for  Mint  offi¬ 
cials  apparently  furnished  the  incentive  to 
strike  almost  anything  that  would  find  a 
market  wuth  collectors  of  the  time. 


In  your  estimation  how  many  1955  double 
die  cents  were  coined?  How  many  are  in 
the  possession  of  collectors? 

We  have  information  allegedly  originating 
with  a  Mint  employee  that  approximately 
46,000  pieces  w  ere  coined  The  entire  amount 
was  produced  in  one  day  from  a  single  pair 
of  dies.  The  1955  double  die  coins  were 
discovered  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day.  The 
offending  die  was  removed  from  the  press 
and  about  24,000  pieces  on  hand  were 
scheduled  for  remelting.  The  remaining  1955 
double  die  cents,  somewhat  over  20,000 
pieces,  had  already  been  mixed  with  other 
coins  for  shipment.  It  was  decided  to  release 
these  into  circulation.  As  it  subsequently 
developed,  most  of  the  1955  double  die  cents 
appeared  in  New  England  (particularly  in 
western  Massachusetts  near  Pittsfield  and 
Springfield)  and  in  upstate  New  York.  We 
remember  when  they  turned  up  locally  and 
were  first  selling  for  around  twenty-five  cents 
apiece ! 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number 
known  to  collectors.  A  Boston  dealer  friend 
says  that  at  least  one  thousand  have  passed 
through  his  hands  in  the  intervening  years 
since  1955.  We  have  handled  several  hun¬ 
dred  specimens,  with  a  retail  value  of  some¬ 
what  over  $25,000.  ourselves.  We  know-  of 
no  other  dealers  who  have  made  a  specialty 
of  this  coin  or  who  have  handled  more  than 
a  small  number  of  specimens.  Very  few 
dealers  have  even  a  single  1955  double  die 
cent  in  stock.  As  a  matter  of  incidental  inter¬ 
est,  we  have  never  seen  or  owned  an  uncir¬ 
culated  bank-wrapped  roll  of  these  coins — 


despite  our  repeated  roll  purchase  offer  of 
$5250. 

There  are  probably  not  more  than  two  or 
three  thousand,  if  that  many,  1955  double 
die  cents  in  captivity"  at  present.  They  are 
unquestionably  much  rarer  than  the  1909-S 
V.  D.  B.

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A  SKETCH  OF  THE  CIVIL  WAR  CENT  SERIES

The  few  brief  years  of  the  Civil  War,  particularly  186*  and  1864,  produced  a  series  of 
coins  which,  in  the  number  of  different  types  and  varieties  struck,  eclipses  the  entire  past  and 
present  Coinage  of  the  l  nited  States  mints  We  aie  referring  to  those  tokens  of  one-tent  size 
popularly  known  as  Civil  War  cents. 

(  ivil  War  cents  were  born  of  necessity.  During  the  middle  years  of  the  war  between  the 
states  the  greenback  notes  of  the  federal  government  were  selling  at  various  discounts  from 
face  value  in  terms  of  gold.  As  a  result  the  available  gold  coins  were  soon  taken  from  circula¬ 
tion  to  be  hoarded  or  to  be  sold  only  at  substantial  premiums.  To  the  consternation  of  Congress 
the  public  became  increasingly  skeptical  of  the  paper  currency  and  continued  to  hoard  “hard 
money  in  even  greater  amounts.  As  soon  as  there  were  no  more  gold  coins  to  be  obtained  atten¬ 
tion  was  turned  to  silver  and  copper  coins.  It  was  not  very  long  until  these  coins  too  w-ere 
scarce  in  circulation.  Various  merchants  and  commercial  interests  then  capitalized  on  the  public 
demand  for  metallic  currency  and  began  to  issue  their  own  money  in  the  form  of  tokens — Civil 
War  cents.  These  pieces  found  ready  acceptance  and  circulated  for  the  value  of  one  cent.

Civil  War  cents  first  appeared  in  the  larger  eastern  cities,  Cincinnati  and  New  York  in 
particular  Soon  they  were  being  issued  in  most  of  the  tTnion  stjtev  By  1864  firms  in  hundreds 
of  towns  and  cities  in  twenty-three  states  placed  an  estimated  fifty  million  pieces  in  circulation 
The  production  of  (  ivil  War  cents  by  private  sources  could  not  have  been  much  less  than  the 
production  of  official  Indian  cents  by  the  Philadelphia  mint  during  the  same  years 

I « *  insure  acceptance,  most  of  the  Civil  War  cents  were  identical  in  diameter  to  the  official 
cents  Many  were  deceptively  similar  in  design,  the  obverses  and  reverses  being  closely  copied 
from  the  Indian  cent.  Perhaps  it  was  their  conscience  that  prompted  many  engrasers  to  place 
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NOT  in  the  smallest  possible  letters  above  ONH  CENT  on  the  reverse. 

Engravers  of  other  Civil  War  cents  made  no  effort  to  copy  the  United  States  design.  Rather, 
they  appealed  to  the  public’s  sense  of  patriotism  with  political  and  historical  designs.  Thus  it 
is  that  George  Washington  and  Abraham  Lincoln  each  appear  on  a  number  of  varieties.  The 
apt  expression,  THE  FEDERAL  UNION— IT  MUST  AND  SHAI  L  BE  PRESERVED,  originally 
from  the  Jackson  administration  over  thirty  years  earlier,  found  use  on  a  wide  variety  of  Civil 
War  cents.  An  interesting  error  was  created  on  one  of  these  when  a  careless  diecutter  substi¬ 
tuted  BY  for  BE.  For  want  of  something  to  till  the  space  on  the  reverse  of  certain  issued 
various  other  patriotic  phrases  were  used.  ONE  COUNTRY,  FREEDOM,  UNION  FOREVER. 
NO  COMPROMISE  WITH  TRAITORS,  UNITED  COUNTRY.  OUR  NAVY.  OUR  ARMY. 
GOD  PROTECT  THE  UNION  and  PEACE  FOREVER  are  just  a  few  of  the  many  such  inscrip¬ 
tions  Recognizable  as  coming  from  elsewhere  in  the  numismatic  past  are  MILLIONS  FOR 
DEFENCE  —  NOT  ONE  CENT  FOR  TRIBUTE  (used  on  Hard  Times  tokens  c.  1837)  and 
VALUE  ME  AS  YOU  PLEASE  (from  the  Higley  threepence  pieces  of  colonial  Connecticut.) 

According  to  tradition,  in  February,  1861  when  the  Confederate  forces  were  approaching 
the  Union  flag  flying  above  the  U.  S.  mint  at  New  Orleans  an  order  by  a  Union  officer  was 
given  :  If  anyone  attempts  to  tear  it  down,  shoot  him  on  the  spot.”  This  became  the  reverse 
legend  of  a  large  group  of  Civil  War  cents  using  the  American  flag  in  a  circle  of  stars  as  the 
obverse  design.  The  sometimes  encountered  die  error  of  this  type  reading  SHOOT  HIM  ON 
THE  SPOOT  is  laughable.

Many  Civil  War  cents  bear  no  loyal  or  patriotic  designs  at  all.  These  usually  have  a  shield, 
Indian  head,  eagle  or  some  other  device  for  the  obverse  and  the  name  and  location  of  a  mer¬ 
chandising  firm  on  the  reverse.  Sometimes  the  entire  coin  is  devoted  to  advertising.  In  such 
cases  the  obverse  of  a  coin  issued  by  an  undertaker  may  bear  a  coffin,  a  mortar  and  pestle  for  a 
druggist,  a  stove  for  a  hardware  dealer  and  so  on.  The  Civil  War  series  is  resplendent  with 
hundreds  of  fascinating  and  unusual  designs  covering  many  different  types  of  businesses.  We 
find  that  in  the  single  city  of  Detroit,  Michigan  Civil  Wai  cents  were  issued  by  a  grocer,  coffee 
mill,  furrier,  hotel,  baker,  fish  depot,  dry  goods  store,  butcher,  hardware  dealer,  clothing  shop, 
leather  store,  painter,  flour  mill,  tobacconist,  news  dealer,  roofing  contractor,  shoe  store,  liquor 
store,  bookseller,  trunk  manufacturer  and  even  by  a  photographer. 


Civil  War  Cents  issued  by  merchants. 
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I  luce  issuers  of  C  ivil  War  cents  arc  known  to  numismatists  in  another  right  \  Ci  Taylor 
&  Company  of  Philadelphia,  S.  Steinfeld  of  New  York  City  and  White  the  Hatter.  also  of 
New  York  City,  circulated  encased  postage  stamps  during  the  same  period. 

Civil  War  cents  were  issued  in  the  greatest  quantities  by  interests  in  Ohio,  Pennsylvania, 
Michigan  anil  New  York.  One  of  the  most  frequently  found  Civil  War  cents  is  that  of 
Gustavus  l.indenmueller,  a  New  York  City  saloonkeeper  One  million  of  these  pieces  were 
struck.  Civil  War  cents  from  some  of  the  other  states  are  rare.  Only  one  type  each  is  known 
from  Kansas.  Maryland.  New  Hampshire  and  Virginia  Of  the  eleven  states  in  the  Confederacy, 
only  two,  Alabama  and  Virginia,  are  remembered  in  the  Civil  War  cent  series. 

Most  Civil  War  cents  were  struck  on  thin  copper  or  bronze  planchets.  The  next  most  pop¬ 
ular  metal  was  brass,  followed  by  nickel,  white  metal,  lead  and  zinc.  It  has  been  our  past 
experience  that  about  90 r/f  of  the  coins  found  in  unassorted  lots  of  Civil  War  cents  are  in 
bronze  or  copper.  Most  are  with  plain  edges.  Copper-nickel  specimens  are  fairly  scarce. 
Occasionally  these  are  found  struck  over  U.  S.  Indian  cents.  Silver  pieces  are  very  rare  and  those 
which  are  struck  over  U.  S.  dimes  are  extremely  so.  We  have  never  seen  a  Civil  War  cent 
struck  in  gold,  although  a  piece  struck  over  a  quarter  eagle  has  been  reported.  There  doesn't 
seem  to  have  been  much  point  or  profit  in  issuing  Civil  War  cents  in  rare  metals  or  even  in 
striking  them  over  l  S.  flying  eagle  and  Indian  cents.  As  most  of  these  illogical  pieces  known 
today  are  in  uncirculated  condition  it  may  he  supposed  that  they  were  intended  as  tnal  pieces. 
Their  rarity  today  tends  to  verify  this.

The  issuance  of  Civil  War  cents  had  a  lasting  effect  on  the  regular  one-cedt  coinage  •»!  the 
United  States  mint.  Copper-nickel  as  used  for  the  flying  eagle  ami  Indian  cents  was  at  best 
a  poor  metal  for  coinage.  Its  hardness  caused  frequent  die  breakage  The  nickel  used  in  the 
alloy  with  copper  was  becoming  almost  unobtainable  due  to  its  priority  for  war  use.  In  186U 
realizing  that  the  public  was  readily  accepting  the  thin  bronze  Civil  War  cents,  the  mint  diieitoi 
had  several  hundred  Indian  cents  struck  on  thin  bronze  planchets  Congress  was  pleased  with 
the  resultant  saving  of  metal  (the  new  cents  weighed  -IS  grains  as  opposed  to  "2  grains  t«*r  the 
coppcr-nukcl  cents)  so  on  April  22,  186).  the  thin  bronze  Indian  cents  became  standard  I  he 
weight  of  the  United  States  cent  has  remained  unchanged  from  that  time  until  the  present 

The  Civil  War  cents  are  the  only  coins  that  were  issued  as  a  result  of  the  W  ■  and  that 
writ  .rtually  used  as  a  medium  of  exchange  T  he  other  special  coins  nt  the  penod,  l.osctt  s 
I8M  (  ••nfedcratc  states  of  America  cent  anil  the  1861  (  S  A  half  dollar,  were  coined  in  msigm- 
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ficant  amounts  (twelve  specimens  of  the  cent  and  four  of  the  half  dollar)  and  were  never 
circulated. 

The  Civil  War  cents  are  unrivalled  from  the  standpoint  of  historical  background,  number  of 
different  types  available  and  low  cost.  A  paragraph  from  the  introduction  to  Civil  War  Tokens 
and  Tradesmen's  Cards  published  in  1921  by  George  Hetrich  and  Juliu>  Guttag,  the  foremost 
early  students  of  these  coins,  is  of  interest:  A  little  attention  given  these  coins  will  repay  the 
collector.  An  interest  in  these  pieces  is  soon  aroused  and  easily  maintained,  and  it  will  not  be 
long  before  one  discovers  that  the  addition  of  a  new  variety  to  his  collection  will  be  attended 
with  as  much  satisfaction  as  the  acquisition  of  a  new  variety  of  the  more  pretentious  series  of 
United  States  coins.-'

(1)  According  to  mint  reports  10,000  w-ere 
coined,  how-ever  fewer  than  two  dozen 
are  known  today.  This  rarity  is  of  a 
denomination  that  was  coined  for  only 
four  years. 

(2)  This  w-as  the  first  coin  of  its  denomina¬ 
tion  to  be  struck  at  a  branch  mint.  It 
has  been  said  that  only  twenty  speci¬ 
mens  were  coined;  these  to  test  a  coin¬ 
ing  press.  The  identifying  mintmark  is 
on  the  obverse. 

O)  There  are  two  varieties  of  this  coin, 
usually  referred  to  as  "originals"  and 
i estrikes  and  distinguished  by  differ¬ 
ences  in  the  reverses.  The  first  specimen 
known  to  collectors  was  that  which 
Matthew  Stickney  obtained  from  the 
Mint  in  1843. 

(4)  The  only  know-n  specimen  reposes  in 
the  cabinet  of  a  prominent  Maryland 
collector.  Another  specimen  was  sup¬ 
posedly  placed  in  the  cornerstone  of  the 
U.  S.  Mint  in  San  Francisco;  this  coin  is 
not  now-  located.  The  date  and  mint- 
mark  both  are  on  the  reverse. 

(5)  The  distinguishing  feature  of  this  coin 
appears  directly  above  the  date  on  the 
obverse  of  the  coin.  The  four  known 
specimens  of  this  rarity  are  all  well 
worn.  An  article  concerning  these  four 
pieces  appeared  in  Empire  Topics  #8. 


(6)  The  U.  S.  Mint  collection  houses  the 
only  known  specimen  of  this  coin.  This 
mid-nineteenth  century  coin  represents 
the  first  year  of  a  new-  denomination. 
Over  fifty  years  ago  an  offer  of  $35,000 
for  this  coin  w-as  made  by  a  collector. 
The  offer  was  refused. 

(7)  By  all  standards  this  is  the  rarest  mint- 
marked  silver  coin  after  1873.  Only 
twenty-four  pieces  w-ere  coined  in  all; 
of  this  amount  only  seven  or  eight  are 
know'n  today. 

(8)  The  existence  of  this  coin  was  first  gen¬ 
erally  known  to  collectors  when  Col. 
E.  H.  R.  Green  exhibited  five  pieces  at 
the  1920  A,  N.  A.  convention.  Since 
that  time  this  coin,  due  to  great  pub¬ 
licity,  has  become  one  of  the  best  known 
American  rarities — especially  to  the  non¬ 
collecting  public.  Many  collectors  dis¬ 
like  the  ersatz  nature  of  this  coin  arising 
from  its  secret  and  unofficial  manufac¬ 
ture. 

(9)  Although  the  Mint  records  indicate  that 
17,796  pieces  were  coined,  only  three 
are  known  today.  One  of  these  is  in  the 
Mint  collection.  The  only  gold  coins 
minted  in  this  year  were  of  this  denom¬ 
ination. 

(  10)  This  rarity  was  coined  in  the  last  year 
of  a  series  that  lasted  only  thirteen  years. 
The  coinage  of  the  last  seven  years  is 
limited  to  Proofs  only.  Five  pieces,  evi¬ 
dently  representing  the  entire  coinage  of 
the  year  in  question,  were  put  on  the 
market  in  1908.  As  they  were  coined 
clandestinely  and  as  no  records  were 
kept  we  know-  little  concerning  their 
origin.
